Nine robbers firing shotguns and

Stock Market Decline Has 
Benefited Conditions, in 
Executive’s Opinion. — 


TRADING IS NEAR NORMAL 


(By the Associated Press.) 

President Coolidge is convinced 
the country faces continued pros- 
perity and that the recent drop in 
security values on the stock market 
benefited conditions rather than 
forecast any slump in business and 
industry. 

The break in the market early 
in the week, in his opinion, had a 
stabilizing effect and had the ten- 
dency of placing the market on a 
more sound foundation. 

Business conditions and the out- 
look were discussed at yesterday’s 
cabinet Bbession, the President re- 
ceiving optimistic reports, particu- 
larly from Postmaster General New 
and Secretary Davis of the Labor 
Department. 

Reporting as to the volume of 
postal receipts in 650 important 
cities, Mr. New said that the total 
for last month was 8 per cent 
greater than in February, 1925, 
by 6 to 7 per cent. 

Mr. Davis advised the executive 
that, while strikes were in progress 
in some localities, there was prac- 
tically no unemployment. 

With regard to conditions in the 
securities market, the President 
holds to the view that, while there 
was speculation there, it had not 
reached into industries or com- 
modities. The commodity market, 
as he sees it, is sound.

Additional acquisitions 
are. foreshadowed by its charter, 
which grants the company powers 
to purchase the securities of other 
corporations. 

A transfer of the assets of the 
two participating companies to the 
new concern’ will be accomplished 
either through cash purchases by 
the bankers or an exchange of 
shares. Assurances already received 
from stockholders of both com- 
panies, the bankers announced, in- 
dicate the full success of the plan. 


Alternative Stock Offers. 


Common. stockholders of the 
Tidewater Oil Co. will be offered 
1 1-3 shares of common stock of the 
new company for each share of 
their present holdings.

New London, Conn., March 5 
A. P.).—The submarine V-1, the 


colossus of Uncle Sam’s undersea 
navy, successfully was submerged to 
the 200-foot level, the maximum at 
which she is suppose to operate. 

The submarine, with nearly 100 
men aboard, was taken first to the 
120-foot level, where observations 
were made. By stages of 25 feet 
the dive was completed to the 200- 
foot level , where the craft was held 
motionless for a short time. At 200 
feet the water exerted a pressure of 
88.8 pounds at every square inch of 
its surface, causing the hull to creak 
and groan. 

During the deep dive the V-1 was 
in constant communication with the 
O-2, submarine school ship which 
accompanied the larger vessel to the 
place of the tests. Cruising about 
also was the coast guard patrol 
boat CG-137

Commander Was Confident. 


Capt. E. J. King, commander of 
the New London base, said he had 
been confident. the hull would with- 
stand the pressure at that depth. 
While the V-1, V-2 and V-3, all in 
commission, were built to with- 
stand a dive of 200 feet, there are 
now under construction three sub- 
marines, the V-4, V-5 and V-6, 
which can be taken to the 300-foot 
level, he said. 

The V-1, which is 341 feet long 
and 27.5 feet wide,-carries a crew 
of 7 officers and 84 men, more than 
twice the number of the crew of 
the S-51, which sank off Block 
island last September with a loss 
of 33 of the 36 men aboard. The 
V-1, built by the Navy Department 
at Portsmouth shipyard, was com- 
missioned October 1, 1924. 

After cruising at the 150-foot 
level for some time, Commander 
Picking turned the nose of the 
giant craft downward for the fina] 
dip and at a speed just sufficient 
to keep the boat under control, the 
great submarine dropped to the 
195-foot level. A muddy bottom 
was encountered for an hour and a 
half as the craft crept forward, 
seeking deeper water. Finally the 
V-1 came to rest on the bottom, 204 
feet below the surface.

The craft was groaning through- 
out its 340 feet of length. Every 
seam and door of the hull and the 
many gauges in the interior were 
showing the tremendous pressure 
that was pushing in on the boat 
from all sides. 

Water now was seeping quite 
freely into the vessel through a 
dozen different leaks but the in- 
flow was not suffictent to warrant 
alarm. All of the pumps were 
working without a hitch and the 
air in the interior of the. vessel 
was sweet and clean. 

The stern and bow planes were 
worked and the propeller answer- 
ed all demands as it was turned 
over to assure that the alignment 
}of ‘the shafts was not affected by 
the elastic deformation of the hu) 
as it’ nosed forward. 

Those aboard were startled by 
three loud reports which echoed 
through the steel shell from the 
after compartment. Investigation 
showed that severa] small. ballast 
tanks on the top side of the ves- 
sel had been crushed by the pres- 
sure. The boat rested on the bot- 
tom for 42 minutes, then ascended 
after it had been under water tor 
4 hours and 10 minutes. 

At 18 knots an hour, the craft 
headed for New London harbor 
where she arrived tonight covered 
with ice gathered in her battle

Gov. Ritchie said that the Dyer 
antilynching bill, now before Con- 
gress, illustrated the invasion of 
State’s rights. It is called the anti- 
lynching bill—an illustration of the 
tendency in American politics to at- 
tach labels to measures which di- 
vert attention from their realities,’ 
the governor declared. 

“T resent any suggestion that the 
South does not deplore mob vio- 
lence or that it will not exert its 
full power to prevent it. 

“Ror the Dyer bill in truth is a 
political measure designed to cap- 
ture the colored bloc vote, and it ex- 
tends Federal sovereignty and juris- 
diction over every State official 
from constable to ogvernor.”’

We have been on the eve of a break 
with Germany so long that I have not written, as it seemed it 
would come each day. For the moment matters are quiet again and, 


unless Germany transgresses further, there will probably be no break. 
If we should get into the war, I feel sure it would not be a good thing 


for England. 


It would probably lead to the complete crushing of Ger- 


many and Austria; Italy and France would then be more concerned as 
to the division of the spoils than they would for any far-reaching agree- 
ment that might be brought about looking to the maintenance of peace 
in the future and the amelioration of the horrors of war. 

The wearing-down process, as far as Germany is concerned, has gone 
far enough to make her sensible of the power we can wield. This is an 


enormous gain and will help in the final settlement. 


A year ago we 


could not have made her come to the terms to which she has just agreed, 
and it seems certain that at a peace conference she would yield again 


and again rather than @ppeal to the 


sword.

From my cable you will see how< 


far the President has gone within 
the year. Public opinion, we feel 
sure, will uphold him in his purpose 
to insist that the United. States 
should do her part in the mainte- 
nance of peace. 

I am sure, too, that this is the 
psychological moment to strike for 
those things which the President 
and you have so near at heart.

Grey to House 


(Telegram. ) 
London, May 12, 1916. 

I have received your telegram. 
My opinion without consulting col- 
leagues and Allies is of little value, 
and for me to consult them now as 
to a peace conference, would, I 
think, at best lead to a reply that 
mediation or a conference was pre- 
mature, especially after the German 
Chancellor’s last speech, of which 
both the terms and tone were re- 
sented by the Allies. 

The President’s suggestion of 
summoning a peace conference 
without any indication of a basis on 
which peace might be made would 


“ “be construed as instigated by Ger- 


many to secure peace on terms un- 
favorable to the Allies while her 
existing military position still is 
satisfactory to her. 

The difficulty of avoiding this im- 
pression, without offense to Ger- 
many, is one which you can esti- 


pee perhaps better than I; but the 
danger of making the undesirable 
impression on the Allies is very 
real, for there is belief, widespread 
through perhaps over-confidence, 
that Germany is in grave difficul- 
ties which may lead her to collapse, 
especially if failure to take Verdun 
becomes final. 


For the rest, my letter of Sep- 
tember 22, contemplated diminu- 
tion of arms as the result of a 
league of nations binding thems 
selves to side against any power 
which broke a treaty or certain 
rules of war on sea or land. 


I hesitate to advocate rules for 
directly limiting armaments, not on 
the ground of principle but because 
of the practical difficulty in draw- 
ing up such rules. 


Otherwise my personal view is 
in favor of agreement between na- 
tions such as you suggest; though 
I cannot guarantee how others 
would receive it. I believe it 
would secure a reduction of arma- 
ments. I sympathize with the Pres- 


proposal as regards a league of na. 
tions may be of the greatest service 
to humanity; but as to the desir- 
ability of it now, and with a sum- 
moning of a peace conference, 1 
cannot express. an opinion beyond

My cables and letters of the last 
few days have not been sent with 
any desire to force the hands of the 
allies or to urge upon them some- 
thing for which they are not ready, 
but rather to put before them a 
situation that arose immediately 
Germany agreed to discontinue her 
illegal submarine warfare. 

America has reached the cross- 
roads, and if we can not soon in- 
augurate some sort of peace discus- 
sion there will come a demand from 
our people, in which all neutrals 
will probably join, that we assert 
our undeniable rights against the 
allies with the same insistence we 
have used toward the central pow- 
ers. °® ° 

There is a feeling here, which !s 
said to exist in other neutral coun- 
tries, that the war should end, and 
any nation that rejects peace dis- 
cussions will bring upon themselves 
a heavy responsibility. 

If we begin to push the allies as 
hard as we needs must, friction is 
certain to arise. 

I am speaking in all frankness, 
as I have always done with you, 
without reservations or any mo- 
tive other than that the relations 
between our countries may become 
what we have so earnestly desired. 
The time is critical and delay is 
dangerous. 

If England is, indeed, fighting 
for the emancipation of Europe, 
we are ready to join her in order 
that the nations of the earth, be 
they large or small, may live their 
lives as they may order them and 
be free from the shadow of autoc- 
racy and the specter of war. It 
we are to link shields in this 
mighty cause, then England must 
recognize the conditions under 
which alone this can become pos- 
sible and which we are unable to 
ignore.

We are much more able to in- 
fluence a just settlement now than 
we would be if the war continued 
very much longer, or if we should 
be drawn into it. The favorable 
position which the allies have 
made for themselves in this coun- 
try can be used to their advantage, 
but it is evident that as the war 
goes on this advantage may lessen 
day by day. I am sorry that Eng- 
land does not realize this. * * 

Your seeming lack of desire to 
cooperate with us will chill the en- 
thusiasm here—never, I am afraid, 
to come again, at least in our day. 
There is a fortunate conjunction of 
circumstances which makes it pos- 
sible to bring about the advance- 
ment and maintenance of world- 
wide peace and security, and it is 
to be hoped that the advantage 
may not be lost.

“I explained,” he recorded of a 
conference with President Wilson 
on May 24, ‘‘France’s real feeling;

At all events Jusserand saw no 
attraction in House’s proposition, 
and the colonel accepted the allied 
refusal regretfully but philosophi- 
cally. 

By refusing the plan which Wil- 
son had suggested through House. 
the allies postponed the advent of 
American aid to Europe for the pest 
part of a year. The plan, however 
was not without its historical {m- 
portance, for it led President Wil- 
son to crystallize his ideas as to 
America’s role in world affairs and 
to announce publicly, on May 27 
1916, that henceforth the Unitec 
States must take active part in 
world politics. At the same time 
he advocated the creation of a 
League of Nations as the main- 
spring of a reorganized internation- 
al system. 

Since the announcement would in- 
volve a public revolution of Ameri- 
ean foreign policy, the end of the 
traditional policy of isolation 
House cast about for a suitable oc. 
casion upon which such a momen 
tous step might be taken. “It oc- 
curred to me,”’ he wrote on May 9 
“that the twenty-seventh of May 
when the League to Enforce Peac‘ 
meets in Washington, would be th’ 
right time to make this proposal 
and I am so suggesting to the Presi. 
dent. I have arranged with th« 
secretary of the league to have for 
mer President Taft, who is presi 
dent of the league, send another ir 
vitation to the President.’’ The 
next day a letter from Mr. Taf 
to Col. House brought the messag:

APPEALS IN OIL GRSE 


Fall, Doheny and Sinclair Ac- 
cused of Trying to Delay 
Conspiracy Trial. 


DEMURRERS OVERRULED 


Atlee Pomerene and Owen J. 
Roberts, special counsel for the gov- 


ernment in the oil lease cases, and 
Maj. Peyton Gordon, district attor- 
ney, yesterday presented to the Dis- 
trict of Columbia Court of Appeals 
their objections to the allowance of 
Special appeals which have been 
asked by Albert B. Fall, former Sec- 
retary of the Interior, and Edward 
L. Doheny and Harry F. Sinclair, 
defendants, who were indicted on 
charges of conspiracy to defraud the 
government. 

The motion for the allowance of 

special appeals attacks the action of 
Justice Wendell P. Stafford, who 
Overruled demurrers to the conspi- 
Yacy indictments. Justice Stafford 
held the defendants could be law- 
fully charged with conspiring to de- 
efraud even if Mr. Fall had no au- 
‘thority under the law to lease or 
dispose of any naval oil reserves. 
-The alleged lack of authority on the 
‘part of Mr. Fall was the principal 
contention in the demurrers. 
.. Besides citing seventeen cases to 
‘support the action of Justice Staf- 
ford, counsel for the government 
deplores the alleged dilatory tactics 
“Of the defendants whom, it is 
alleged, are seeking to delay being 
“tried as long as they can. On this 
“point counsel for the government 
‘stated: 

“It would be highly inimical to 
the titutions of this country if 
wealt and influential citizens are 
‘permitted, through the delays of the 
Jaw, to. postpone. indefinitely their 
trials. It is essential to the main- 
tenance of the high moral con- 
sciousness of the people that the de- 
fendants should be promptly 
brought to the bar of justice.” 

Already, counsel declares, the 
sovernment has lost property val- 
ued at hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars through the alleged dishonesty 
of a high government official. 

Counsel for the defendants com- 
plained of the failure of Justice 
Stafford to pass upon the five ques- 
tions of law raised by him®in his 
request for additional briefs while 
the demurrers were pending. Coun- 
sel for the government replies to 
this complaint by stating that it is 
altogether immaterial whether 
Justice Stafford answered his own 
“questions or not.

NO SHIPPING POLICY. 

During the recent debate on the independent 
establishment appropriation bill, it was pointed 
out that the government has changed the re- 
sponsible heads of the Shipping Board and 
Fleet Corporation too often. Since the Ship- 
ping Board was organized there have been 
27 commissioners, only one of whom served 
five years; 55 trustees, only three of whom 
have served more than three years; 10 dif- 
ferent comptrollers, and 15 different directors 
of operations. ; 

The United States Shipping Board (and 
Fleet Corporation) has had a_ checkered 
career since it set up business in September, 
1916. It started out with a flourish and a 
blare of trumpets. It spent the people’s money 
liberally and freely until the close of the war. 
It undertook to salvage as much as possible out 
xf the wreck. Sirce 1918 there has been no fixed 
policy, partly becduse of internal dissensions, 
partly because of clashes in Congress. In the

LONG AND SHORT HAUL. 


The question of a long-and-short-haul pro- | 


vision in the railroad legislation of the coun- 
try has been debated and investigated many 
times. In 1887, when the first regulatory bill 
was considered, it provided for an inflexible 
rule on the long-and-short-hau! question which 
was rejected. In 1910 an amendment was 
proposed establishing an inflexible rule. This 
also was r~ ected. The question was whether 
the discretion created in the act was a limited 
or unlimited discretion, and therefore whether 
or not it was a delegation of legislative power. 

The Supreme Court has decided that every 
railroad should be permitted to earn enough 
to pay its operating expenses and a reasonable 
profit, even by the employment of a long-and- 
short-haul rate to meet competition. Said the 
court (175 U. S. 674), Judge Cooley rendering 
the opinion: 

Fair and reasonable competition is a 
public benefit; excessive and unreasonable 
competition is a public injury. Compe- 
tition is to be regulated, not abolished. 

+ * * It is wholly inadmissible to 
press competition to a point where ex- 


penses are increased beyond the increase 
of income.

About 500 workers, comprising 
56 teams and their leaders, chair- 
men, directors and interested citi- 
zens were present. In addition to 
the speeches, messages from num- 
erous health workers were read 
and ‘plans for the campaign were 
outlined. 

The need of larger maternity 
quarters for Washington was 
stressed by Senator Copeland, the 
principal speaker of the evening. 
“Thirty years ago,’’ he said, ‘247 
babies oyt of every 10,000 died be- 
cause of poor obstetrical care. To- 
day this number has been decreased 
to 60, largely because of better 
facilities for caring for mothers, 
and the number can be still further 
reduced as these advantages in- 
crease.”’ 


Hospital’s History Retold. 


Washington’s number of crippled 
children, 3,000, Senator Copeland 
said, would be muoh smaller if 
pediatric conditions had been as 
they should be, and people had re- 
alized the need of better maternity 
care. 

Sibley’s history during its 32 
years was briefly sketched by Dr. 
Lewis H. Taylor. He stated that 
166 members of the Physicians 
Clinical society had given their un- 
qualified indorsement to the work 
being done by the hospital, and had 
made contributions. 

The new building will be able to 
care for 100 mothers and babies 
at a time, he said. He described 
the new building, which has been 
started through the bequest of 
$250,000 by Mrs. Anne Hurt, stat- 
ing that approximately $325,000 
will be needed to complete it and 
tinake it the largest and . 0best 
equipped maternity hospital] in the 
East. 

All the newest ideas in hospital 
design will be embodied ig the new 
building.

REVISED FARM SURPLUS 
PROGRAM 13 PRESENTED 


Essentials of Dickinson Bill 
Embodied in Plan, Leaders 
Tell Committee. 


ALTERNATIVE . OFFERED

A revised program designed to 
solve the farm surp us problem was 
submitted to the House agriculture 
committee yesterday by a group of 
middle Western agriculture leaders 
who came to Washington to advo- 
cate the principles of the Dickinson 
bill 


The farm leaders’ suggestions 
were made at the request of the 
committee, and were intended to 
meet strong objections which have 
been raised in executive and legis- 
lative quarters to provisions in the 
Dickinson bill assessing an equali- 
zation fee against producers to pro- 
vide a fund to offset losses on crop 
surpluses sold abroad. 

“The recommendations embody 
every essential feature of the Dick- 
inson bill,’’ said George N. Feek, 
chairman of the committee of 22 ap- 
pointed at the recent Des Moines 
conference. ‘‘They go further to 
the extent of providing an altern- 
ative method of raising the equali- 
zation fee for which the Dickinson 
bill provides.”’ 

A different view was expressed, 
however, by Chester H. Gray, Wash- 
ington representative of the Ameri- 
can Farm Bureau federation, who, 
with Frank Evans of that organiza- 
tion’s marketing council, and Ches- 
ter Davis of the Illinios Agricultur- 
al association, drafted the recom- 
mendations. 

“The Dickinson bill is now only 
a memory,’ said Mr. Gray. ‘‘Mr. 
Dickinson, however, bas done valu- 
able service to American agricul- 
ture in presenting his bill. and in 
calling attention to the deplorable 
state of agriculture.”’

Smothered Steak. 


Buy a two-ponund slice of round 
steak. Try out in a hot frying pan 
ten cents worth of fat salt pork cut 
in slices, and add one onion peeled 
and sliced. Cook the onion until it 
is brown, and then place the steak 
in the frying pan, add one and one- 
half eups of cold water and a half 
teaspoon of salt. Bring quickly to 
the boiling point and then 
Gown the gas and allow to simmer 
until meat is tender. Remove the 
meat to a hot platter and strain the 
broth which remains in the pan-— 
there should be at least one cup?ful. 
Blend one big tablespoonful butter 
with two tablespoonsful of flour and 
add gradually the broth, stirring 
constantly. Bring to the boiling 
point, add salt and pepper to taste 
and pour over steak. Garnish with 
parsley. 

Chocolate Pie. 

Seald one cup milk with two 
tablespoonfuls grated chocolate and 
one-half cup of sugar. Add one 
and one-half teaspoonfuls butter. 
Add two egg yolks beaten slightly 
and three and one-half teaspoonfuls 
cornstarch that has been mixed 
' with one-eighth cup milk and cook 
‘ten minutes, stirring constantly. 
‘Remove from fire and add vanilla, 
one-half teaspoonful, and when the 
mixture has cooled place in a pre- 
viously baked pie shell, cover with 
meringue and brown under the 
broiler or in a very hot oven, watch- 
ing it constantly. The manner of 
/making meringue I explained to 
| you some time ago. It is not diffi- 
'eult to make, but most unattractive 
'to look upon, much less eat, if not 
|'weH made. It can, in fact, ruin 
ian otherwise perfect pie. “If you 
missed or did not keep the recipe, 
we will mail you a duplicate upon 
receipt of a stamped envelope. 
There are numerous recipes that it 
would be well, I think, to have al- 
ways accessible, unless, that is, you 
are a sufficiently experienced cook 
to have the fundamentals——biscuit 
dough, pie crust, shortcake, plain 
cake, mayonnaise, French dressing, 
custard and such like at the tips of 
your finger.

AT M STREET IS URGED 


Policemen Arrington and Car- 
roll Lose Apeals for 
New Hearing. 


Instead of merely penalizing 
clairvoyants ard fortune tellers for 
tricks to defraud persons of money 
or property, the District board of 
commissioners yesterday ' recom- 
mended. to Congréss that they be 


put out of business altogether. 

This stringent recommendation 
was contained in a report on Setta- 
tor Copeland’s bill, now pending be- 
fore the Senate. The commission- 
ers suggested the following lan- 
guage: 

‘“‘No person shall, directly or in- 
directly, engage in the business of 
clairvoyant, soothsayer, phrenolo- 
gist, palmist or fortune teller in 
the District of Columbia; provided, 
however, that nothing herein con- 
tained shall be construed to inter- 
fere with the exercise of any bona 
fide religion, or any religious faith 
or belief.”’ 


Sewer Bids Rejected. 


Bids were rejected and building 
of a new sewer in Eleventh street 
northwest, between G and I streets, 
by day labor, without intervention 
of a contrac§or, was authorized by 
the board. 

The replacement sewer is one 
item of the street-widening program 
for the thoroughfare in question. 
The lowest bid was $20,500. Sani- 
tary Engineer J. B. Gordon asked 
to have his department permitted to 
do the work at a cost not to exceed 
$17,400. It was granted. 

The board also awarded contracts 
for the installation of $120,00¢ 
worth of sewers in other parts of 
the city, most of them situated in 
the Northeast section. 


New Bridge Wanted. 


Construction of a new steel girder 
bridge across Rock creek at M street 
was recommended to. Congress and 
a bill was submitted, authorizing 
the project, by the commissioners. 
The bridge would have a 40-foot 
roadway, flanked by 9-foot walks, 
and would cost $250,000. Pro- 
vision is also made for the bridge 
to carry a 48-inch water main, a 
sewer and conduit for electric ca- 
bles. 

The commissioners denied ap- 
peals by Policemen Fuller L. Ar- 
rington and Raymond B. Carroll, of 
the Seventh precinct, from the ver- 
dict of the police trial board, which 
fined them each for beating Alexan 
der T. Britton January 18 in the 
Georgetown postal substation.

Automobile tourist camps 
main roadways to the city were 
suggested by Maj. U. S. Grant 3rd, 
director of the office of public 
buildings. and public parks, in ‘a 
letter to Representative R. N. El- 
liot, chairman of the House com- 
mittee on public buildings and 
grounds, yesterday. Major Grant’s 
report also opposed erection of a 
permanent field house in the*Kant 
Potomac park tourist camp. 

Replying to a request for infor- 
mation from the Congressional 
committee on a resolution which 
would delay permanent field build- 
ing plans, awaiting contract letting 
in a few weeks, Maj. Grant recon- 
mended favorable action. 

Based on a thorough study of 
the tourist camp question by him- 
self and the city and park planning 
committee of the National Capital 
park commission, Maj. Grant re- 
ported against a large permanent 
automobile camp at the park for 
reasons of its unsightliness, event- 
ual encroachment on adjacent re- 
creational grounds, the necessity 
for conserving ground for recrea~ 
tlonal purposes, and its fnaccessi- 
bility to tourists from north and 
east. 

Admitting that East Potomac 
park was a temporary solution as 
far as Southern-tourists were con- 
cerned, he .maintained that the 
ideal solution would be location of 
smaller camps near the main high- 
ways into Washington, it being 
kept in mind however, that loca- 
tions might have to be changed 
every ten years or so to make way 
for the city’s development. 

Abandonment of the permanent 
building plan would permit 4 
greater expenditure for roads and 
planning and possibly a $15,000 
balance, Maj. Grant said.
